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An Accompt of Two Books. 

L TRACTS written fy the Hotsenr able ROBERT MO VIE, about the GO SMI- 
€Jt $%ualttits of things; the Temperatnrt-ef the SVB-TERRANEAL and 
SV B-MAR1HE Regions; and the BOTTOM of the Sea; together with an In- 
tndnUiontoth H1ST0RT of rARTICVLAR ^aalities.Ox£oTd,i6-ro.ini' } . 

'"THemain Defignofthe Noble Author in thefe as well as his other 
Phyfical writings,is,to provide flill more and more Materials for 
theHiftory of Nature. He prefixes to thefe Trafts an Introduction to 
the Hifi.ory tfp/trtkuUr Qualities, after he hath already given us an Ex- 
cellent Account both of the Nature, and of the Origine of Qualities in 
ge»er#t.h.nd intending now,to proceed to Qualities in particular, and to 
conGder,How far the manner whereby they are produced, and thofe o- 
ther Pbxenomena of them, that may upon occalion betaken notice of, 
willaccrord witb,and, by doing fo, confirm the Do&rine hitherto pro- 
posed by bun •, and whether they will not (at leaft) much better comport 
with That ,than the Opinions either of the Peripateticks, or the Chymitts. 
But before he defcends to mention any of thefe Particular Qualities, 
■be thinks it worth while to confidcr fome Scruples about the Corpufcala- 
rian Doctrine touching Qualities, which unlefs they be removed, may 
not a little prejudice the reception of a good part of what he purpofes 
to deliver about particular Qualities. 

OF thefe difficulties he infills chiefly upon that Grand one, which im- 
pojrts,that J tis incredible, that fo great a Variety of Qualities, as we 
a&ually find to be in Natu-al Bodies, /hould fpring from Principles fo 
few in number as two, and fo fimple, as Matter and Local Motion : And 
hercbevcndeavojars to mow, not only, that the other Catholick AffeAi- 
ansof Matter arc manifeftly deduciblefrom Local Motion -, but alfo,that 
thefe Prtnciplesjbeing varioufiy aflbciated, are fo fruitful!, that a Vail 
•number of Qualities, and, other Phenomena of Nature may refult from 
them. *~ 

In the Trad of the Syftematical or Cofmical Qualities, he maketh it out, 
That in eftimating the Qualities of Natural Bodies, we are not only to 
t:onfider the power, any particular one hath of afting upon, or the ca- 
pacity it -hath of fuffering from fuch and fuch particular Bodies ■, but 
alfo that there may be fome Attributes,which may belong to this or that 
Body, and divers aIterations,to which it may be lyable upon the account 
of a Syfteme fo conftituted as our World is •, whofe Fabrick is fuch, that 
there may be divers-unheeded AgentSjWhich,by unperceived raean^may 
have great operations upon the Body we confider,and work fuch changes 
in it, and enable it to work fuch changes on other Bodies, as are rather 
to be afcribed to fome un-obferved Agents, than to thofe other Bodies, 
with which the Body propofed is taken.notice to have to do. 

Tothis is fubjoyned an Appendix touching Cofmical Sv.fpicions. For, tire 
Author confKkring, that the World is a Subjeft fo vaft,that not only all 
demonftrable Truths, which may be difcovered concerning it, may be 
look-t upon as important, but even Conjectures and S ' apportions themfeivci 
thatrelate to it in general, may defer ve not to be altogether palled by 
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in filence ; He adventureth to entertaia the Reader with fome Thoughts of this nature, 
the*eby taking an opportunity to alledge in their favour fome Hiftoncal Qbfervations, 
which/whatever the Conjectures be thought of, may appear to be mora new tha« de{- 
picable. 
In the Three remaining Tracts, the Author 

Irsl, treat'; of the Temperature of Subterraneal Regions and of the Air reaching thi- 
thcrscon p ifing the ftiraofwhat hehath topropound.infour Propofitions ; viz.. That 
the firil K egion of the Earth is very variable both as toBounds,and as toTemperature : 
That the fccond Region fceras to be for the mod part cold in comparifon of the other 
two : That in feveral plac«s,which,by reafon of their dillancefrom the Surface of the 
Earth one won Id refer to the Middle Region of it, the Temperature of the Air is very 
differing at the firae times of the Year: That the third Region of the Earth hath been 
obferved tobeconftantly&ndfsnfibly warm,but not uniformly fo; being in fome pla- 
ces confiderably hot. 

Secondly, of the Temperature of the Submarine R'^iou/ as to Heat and Cold: Wherr, 
affi filing to the Sea no more than two Regions ; the one, from the fuperficies fo far 
downwards as the manifeft operation of the Beams of the Sun, or other Caufes of 
warmth do penetrate ; theetfcr, from thence to the bottom of the Sea: He obfervcth* 
that, according to that divifiofl tht Limits of the upper Region will not be alwaies con- 
ftant in all Climats, in all Seafons.and in all Weathers. And as to the Temperature of 
the Lower Region ,he taketh notice,}; hat that is generally Cold,fome few places excep- 
ts': Confirming all by considerable relations, he procured from Sober and Creditable 
Navi»ntors,andotherPerfons,praftifed inDiving.both with and without Engins. 

fitdly. Of the Bottom oftbi.Sea; concerning which he hath enquiredj?r#,after -the 
Iiuquality of the Soil there .obferved [to be very gradual and abrupt .• Kixt, after the 
g r eat preffure of the water there agai nil other Bodies : Laflly, after the Tranquillity of 
the water there.whether it be confiderably diftant from the Surface.
